OCEAN SPRINGS — For the 
past century, Essie Jane Col- 
eman Park says she has tried to 
live her life the way it should be 
— serving others and keeping 
busy. ‘‘I thank the Lord for 
having taken care of me. He’s 
with me every day,” Mrs. Park 
said. ‘‘I try to serve Him the best 
I can. I try to live my life by the 
Bible — His word — and that’s 
it.” 

A native of the Wade-Hurley 
area, Mrs. Park marked her 
100th birthday on Feb. 9 in Ocean 
Springs, the town she has called 
home for most of her life. Here 


she raised a large family, made _ | 


friends and worked in the 
community. 

As a centenarian, her re- 
sourceful, independent spirit and 
willingness to help others has not 
diminished, family members 
say. 

“She never gives up and is 
always optimistic, always 
positive. She is still cooking and 
sending food to different ones. 
She lives by the Golden Rule,” 
her daughter, Marilyn Davis of 
Pascagoula, said. ‘‘She has 
always loved to help people.”’ 

Times have changed since 
Mrs. Park’s early life around 
Wade as the daughter of the late

Jane Kennedy Coleman. She 
says she never would have im- 
agined many of the inventions 
and innovations she saw over the 
years. ‘I never could have 
believed that the world would 
have progressed this far,’’ she 
said. 

Essie Coleman married John 
Park, a native of Analong, 
Ireland, in 1917 and the spent the 
first years of their marriage in 
Moss Point. In 1919, they settled 
in Fontainebleau and several 
years later they moved to a 
woodframe home near the pre- 
sent site of Magnolia Park 
School in Ocean Springs. The 
Parks lived at several locations 
in town until they settled on Cox 
Avenue about 1941. 

Mrs. Park was mother to six 
children and three stepchildren 
and helped raise several nieces 
and nephews and a young Biloxi 
girl, who was left motherless. 
“She always had a houseful,”’ 


Mrs. Davis said. Other surviving . 


children are Donald Park of 
Ocean Springs and Dorothy 
Webb of Washington State. Mrs. 
Park also has 17 grandchildren, 
29 great-grandchildren, 21 
great-greatgrandchildren and 
one great-great-great 
grandchild. 

“‘We’re in our sixth genera- 
tion,’’ she says proudly. 

John Park, a city alderman in 
the 1950s, was away at sea much 
of his life. He died in 1970. 

‘Husband was gone an awful 
lot and I had to rely on myself. I 
think this is what helped me take 
care of myself,” Mrs. Park said. 

During World War II, Park 
was working aboard a United 
Fruit Company vessel, which 
was taken over by the Navy as a 


supply boat. Because of his 
experience, Park was made a Lt. 
Commander in the Merchant 
Marine. After the war, he went 
back to United Fruit and was 
chief engineer until he retired. 

“T had my husband and three 
sons in the war at the same 
time,” she said. 

Meanwhile, Mrs. Park was 
volunteering as one of the first 
grey ladies on the Coast. 

“T was the first nurses aid 
from Ocean Springs. I took a 
course at Biloxi Hospital on the 
beach. We caught the bus at 6 
a.m. and stayed until 2 p.m. and 
worked. We did everything but 
give medicine. It was during the 
war and there was a shortage of 
nurses. I enjoyed every minute 
of it,” she said. 

After the war, Mrs. Park 
opened a restaurant for a brief 
time in the Girot Building on 
Washington Avenue. 

Mrs. Park also volunteered for 
years at the Veterans Ad- 
ministration Center and Villa 
Maria Apartments in Ocean 
Springs until changes in her 
eyesight prevented her from 
driving five years ago. She also 
worked at the polls during elec- 
tions for 45 years. Mrs. Park is 
an honorary member of the 
Firemen’s Auxiliary and a 


charter member of the Veterans : 


of Foreign Wars. 


She regularly attends St. Paul:
